Committee  Heads  Present  Report 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Synagogue 
membership,  at  which  all  the  officers, 
trustees  and  advisors  were  unanimously  re¬ 
elected,  took  place  on  Tuesday  evening, 
January  9th.  Reports  of  the  status  and 
achievements  of  the  Temple  during  the  past 
year  were  presented  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  the  Advisory  Council  and  Rabbi 
Steinberg. 

Reports  by  committee  heads  indicated 
that  the  Temple  made  creditable  financial 
and  cultural  progress  during  1939.  Mr. 
Fred  Finn,  chairman  of  the  Board,  dis¬ 
closed  that  the  Synagogue  membership  has 
reached  340. 

Dr.  Louis  Shapiro  outlined  the  spring  pro¬ 
gram  of  the  Adult  Educational  Committee. 

Sisterhood  Contributes  Funds 

Mrs.  Irma  Heller  reported  on  the  activi¬ 
ties  of  the  Sisterhood.  Sums  totalling  $2,500 
were  contributed  by  that  organization  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  and,  at  the  meeting,  Mrs. 
Heller  presented  an  additional  $500.  Mr. 
Benjamin  Sack,  chairman  of  the  School 
Board,  reported  on  school  activities  while 
Mr.  Caro  and  Mr.  Millheiser  discussed 
the  activities  of  their  respective  committees 
and  functions. 

A  recital  by  the  Choral  Group,  and  in¬ 
formal  collation  and  dancing  followed  the 
business  meeting. 

BOOK  REVIEW 

By  Rabbi  Milton  Steinberg 

Montagu  S.  Modder,  Professor  of  Eng¬ 
lish  Literature  at  Beloit  University,  has 
just  had  published  a  study  on  “The  Jew  in 
the  Literature  of  England.”  Professor  Mod¬ 
der  treats  with  portrayals  of  the  Jew  as 
they  have  appeared  throughout  the  history 
of  English  literature.  He  describes  Jewish 
characters  in  Anglo-Saxon  literature,  in 
Marlowe  and  Shakespeare,  in  the  period  of 
the  Restoration,  in  Victorian  and  post-Vic¬ 
torian  days.  It  is  fascinating  to  observe  how 
the  Jewish  personality  has  been  so  largely 
a  stock  character,  either  of  the  Shylock 
type  or  of  the  romantic  pattern  as  in  the 
Disraeli  novels  and  the  “Daniel  Deronda” 
of  Eliot.  The  volume  represents  profound 
and  extensive  scholarship  and  is  at  the  same 
time  alive,  vital  and  readable.

Dr.  Henry  Rosenthal,  Rabbi  of  the  92nd 
Street  YMHA,  will  be  the  guest  lecturer 
at  the  Adult  Classes  on  Monday  evening, 
January  22nd.  He  will  discuss  the  “Nature 
of  Religion.” 

Dr.  Rosenthal’s  topic,  to  which  he  has 
devoted  years  of  intensive  study,  is  intended 
to  supplement  the  survey  of  Oriental  reli¬ 
gions  completed  by  the  class  on  Compara¬ 
tive  Religion  during  the  past  semester. 

Program  For  New  Semester 

The  Committee  on  Adult  Education,  of 
which  Dr.  Louis  L.  Shapiro  is  chairman, 
has  announced  its  courses  for  the  new 
semester  which  begins  on  February  4th. 
The  seminar  on  Rabbinic  Literature  and 
the  study  groups  on  Music  and  Hebrew 
will  be  continued.  However,  the  course  in 
Customs  and  Ceremonies,  which  has  been 
completed,  will  be  supplanted  by  a  discus¬ 
sion  group  in  Current  Events  which  have  a 
significant  relationship  to  Jewish  problems. 

This  discussion  circle,  to  meet  on  alter¬ 
nate  Monday  evenings  in  the  Trustees’ 
Room  from  8  to  9  P.M.,  will  select  its  own 
leaders  for  each  session. 

Course  on  Western  Religions 

The  major  lecture  course  this  coming 
semester  will  be  devoted  to  the  religions  of 
the  Occident.  The  technique  used  in  the 
analysis  of  the  religions  of  the  Orient  will 
be  continued.  Christianity  and  Islam  will 
be  treated  in  great  detail.

Close  Home-School  Contact 
Sought;  Meets  January  29th 

As  a  result  of  a  meeting  on  Wednesday 
evening,  January  3rd  at  the  home  of  Rabbi 
Steinberg,  when  about  twenty  parents  of 
children  attending  the  Synagogue’s  reli¬ 
gious  school  assembled  to  discuss  the  prob¬ 
lems  of  home-school  adjustment,  a  Provi¬ 
sional  Committee  for  the  establishment  of  a 
permanent  Parent-Teachers  Association  was 
established. 

Objectives  of  Association 

The  purposes  of  the  new  organization 
were  outlined  as  follows: 

1.  To  provide  parents  with  a  general 
Jewish  background,  with  specific  informa¬ 
tion  concerning  the  school,  so  that  the 
home  might  more  accurately  reflect,  and 
cooperate  with  the  spirit  and  conduct  of 
the  school; 

2.  To  familiarize  parents  with  the  ac¬ 
tual  workings  of  the  school  so  that  they 
might  deal  intelligently  with  the  relation¬ 
ships  of  their  children  to  it; 

3.  To  establish  contact  between  par¬ 
ents,  principal  and  teachers,  thus  facilitating 
the  exchange  of  reaction  between  the  home 
and  the  school; 

4.  To  undertake  specific  projects  which 
would  lead  to  the  enlargement  of  the 
school  program  and  to  its  greater  efficiency.
